Heading  for  Down  Under 

Mattapoisett  Student  Ambassador  Ventures  to  Australia 


Thirteen-year-old  Heidi  Roy's  bright  blue 
eyes  flash  when  asked  about  her  upcoming  trip  to 
Australia  this  summer.  She  displays  the  eagerness 
and  anticipation  of  a  small  child  about  to  tear  open 
the  largest  box  on  Christmas. 

"I  have  a  pen  pal  in  Australia  ...  I'd  really  like 
to  get  to  visit  her  and  her  family,"  she  beamed.  "But 
either  way,  I'm  very  excited  to  be  going." 

The  Mattapoisett  resident  and  eighth  grade 
honor  student  at  St.  Francis  Xavier  School  in 
Acushnet  will  be  participating  in  the  People  to 
People  Student  Ambassador  Program  —  an 
international  exchange  system  started  under 
President  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower  in  1956.  The  goal  of 
the  program  is  to  increase  students'  understanding 
of  other  countries  and  cultures  while  sharing  their 
own  American  values  with  people  of  other  nations. 

Last  year,  the  program  took  a  select  group  of 
students  to  Russia.  This  year,  the  chosen  destination 
is  Australia,  which  suits  Heidi  just  fine. 

Her  grandmother,  Bella  Comeau  of  Acushnet, 
traveled  to  Australia  a  few  years  ago  and  brought 
back  many  interesting  tales  of  the  picturesque 
country.  Since  that  time,  Heidi  has  been 
corresponding  with  her  pen  pal  —  Heidi  Gay,  the 
granddaughter  of  Ms.  Comeau's  pen  pal  —  and  has 
become  rather  intrigued  with  the  land  "down 
under." 

Thanks  to  People  to  People,  the  long  distance 
friends  may  finally  get  to  meet,  adding  a  final 
chapter  to  the  tale  of  two  Heidi's. 

"We  thought  Australia  was  just  beautiful," 
said  Ms.  Comeau.  "My  husband  and  I  are  really 
excited  that  (Heidi)  is  going.  To  get  the  opportunity 
to  travel  at  her  age  is  great." 

Having  only  ventured  once  outside  the 
United  States  —  to  visit  Niagara  Falls  —  Heidi  is  just 
as  thrilled  about  the  prospect. 

"I  was  excited  when  I  found  out  (People  to 
People)  was  going  to  Australia,"  she  said.  "I've 
heard  so  much  about  it,  it  would  have  been  my  first 
choice." 

Heidi  was  selected  to  participate  in  the 
program  based  on  her  academic  merits  and 
scholastic  achievements.  The  bulk  of  the  decision 
rested  on  a  standardized  test  taken  last  year,  on 
which  Heidi  scored  in  the  98  percentile.  After  some 
further  consideration,  the  program  committee  — 
based  in  Spokane,  Washington  —  sent  Heidi  a  letter 
informing  her  that  she  had  been  selected  for  the 


Student  Ambassador  Program. 

"It  was  a  very  interesting  letter ...  and  I  was 
excited  about  being  chosen,"  she  said.  "I  went  to  a 
meeting  after  that  and  they  told  us  about  the 
program  and  showed  us  a  slide  presentation." 

Not  surprisingly,  academic  achievement  isn't 
something  new  to  the  bright,  young  Ms.  Roy. 

Last  December  she  was  named  a  finalist  in  a 
Student  Essay  Contest  sponsored  by  the 
Massachusetts  Credit  Union  Association  and  earned 
a  trip  to  the  State  House  in  Boston  for  her  paper, 
titled  "Why  I  Like  Massachusetts."  She  was  selected 
from  among  2,000  entrants  statewide  and  met  with 
Lieutenant  Governor  Paul  Celluci,  State 
Representative  Peter  Koczera,  and  Senator  Marc 
Pacheco  during  her  visit. 

"I  really  enjoyed  visiting  the  State  House," 
she  said.  "It's  a  beautiful  building  ...  and  it's  pretty 
big." 

Heidi  may  find  Australia  somewhat 
overwhelming  after  having  visited  the  State  House. 

The  fast-paced  itinerary  for  the  "Friendship 
Caravan  to  Australia"  will  begin  when  the  student 
ambassadors  arrive  in  Cairns  on  Trinity  Bay.  From 
there  they  will  camp  overnight  in  the  Great 
Australian  Outback;  spend  time  with  designated 
host  families;  visit  the  Sunshine  Coast  —  a  36-mile 
stretch  of  beaches,  islets  and  mountains;  travel  to 
both  the  Cooloola  National  Park  and  Bunya  Wildlife 
Park;  and  visit  the  bustling  cities  of  Sydney  and 
Canberra,  the  nation's  capital.

February  15, 1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Mattapoisett  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  February  15  at  7:00 
pm  by  Chairman  John  N.  DeCosta.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Daniel  0.  Mahoney,  Selectman  Paul  E.  Lambalot, 
and  Executive  Secretary  Carol  Adams. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  February  8 
meeting  and  Executive  Sessions  held  on  the  same  date,  the 
board  signed  and  approved  all  the  payrolls,  bills,  licenses, 
permits  and  correspondence  for  the  week.  The  board  also 
unanimously  approved  a  petition  from  Com/Electric  to 
remove  and  replace  two  existing  joint  pole  locations  and 
fixtures  on  Mattapoisett  Neck  Road. 

Chairman  DeCosta  noted  that  all  Town  Hall  offices 
and  municipal  services  will  be  closed  on  Monday,  February  21 
in  observance  of  the  Presidents'  Day  Holiday. 

There  being  no  outgoing  correspondence  for  the 
week,  Chairman  DeCosta  began  reviewing  incoming 
correspondence,  commencing  with  a  notice  from  Debbie 
DeWalt,  President  of  the  Mattapoisett  PTA,  inviting  the  board 
to  participate  in  a  Public  Forum  which  will  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  March  16  at  7:00  pm  at  Old  Hammondtown 
School.  The  forum  will  be  held  to  discuss  the  building  needs 
concerns  of  the  town's  elementary  schools. 

Both  Selectman  Mahoney  and  Selectman  Lambalot 
said  they  hadn't  heard  from  the  committee  which  was 
supposed  to  get  together  to  discuss  and  review  this  matter. 
They  asked  Ms.  Adams  if  she  would  find  out  if  they  have  been 
meeting  and  agreed  the  forum  would  be  a  good  opportunity  to 
get  public  input  on  this  important  issue.

as  a  DEP-Approved  Composting  Program.  Mattapoisett  will 
now  appear  on  a  list  distributed  to  solid  waste  disposal  facility 
operators  so  they  will  not  be  required  to  inspect  the  town's 
refuse  for  leaves  and  yard  waste. 

The  board  next  received  a  letter  of  resignation  from 
Ridgway  Crouch,  who  is  leaving  his  position  with  the  town's 
Personnel  Board.  Mr.  Crouch  cited  the  upstart  of  his  own 
company  as  the  reason  he  can  no  longer  devote  his  time  to  the 
board.  Chairman  DeCosta  asked  that  a  letter  of  appreciation  be 
sent  to  him  for  his  10  years  of  service.  Anthony  J.  Bruno  also 
submitted  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Recycling 
Committee,  noting  is  was  an  honor  to  serve  in  this  capacity. 
The  board  also  recommended  he  be  sent  a  letter  of 
appreciation. 

Fire  Chief  Ronald  Scott  sent  the  board  notification  of 
an  Incident  Command  System  which  will  be  put  in  place  in  the 
department,  effective  March  1.  An  informational  meeting  will 
be  held  on  this  "chain  of  command"  system  on  Friday, 
February  25  at  7:00  pm  at  the  Fire  Station.  Ms.  Adams  noted 
that  they  new  procedures  will  govern  personnel,  equipment 
and  communication  in  the  event  of  an  emergency. 

The  Southeast  Regional  Planning  and  Economic 
Development  District  (SRPEDD)  sent  information  to  the  board 
regarding  the  Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act 
of  1991  (known  as  "Ice  Tea"),  which  has  allotted  some  $18 
million  in  funds  statewide  for  local  scenic,  historic  and  natural 
resource  projects.  Selectman  Mahoney  was  most  interested  in 
the  provision  of  facilities  for  pedestrians  and  bicycles  under 
the  act,  which  he  said  could  be  readily  applied  to  the  pending 
North  Street  renovation  project. 

"I  think  we  should  respond  to  SRPEDD  via 
application  by  the  March  17  deadline,"  he  said.

Police  Chief  James  F.  Moran  next  submitted  a  letter 
regarding  the  town's  current  ambulance  billing  procedures. 
The  Chief  has  requested  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  look  into 
establishing  a  revolving  account  for  monies  paid  for 
ambulance  services  and  consider  changing  the  current  billing 
procedures  so  that  they  are  done  "in  house." 

Ms.  Adams  noted  that  the  department  has  a  program 
in  place  now,  but  Chief  Moran  is  looking  into  changing  the 
procedures  to  better  accommodate  uncollected  bills.  Selectman 
Mahoney  had  some  reservations  about  establishing  a 
revolving  account  for  this  purpose,  as  the  monies  collected  for 
ambulance  services  are  a  key  source  of  town  revenues.  "I'm 
not  for  setting  up  a  revolving  account,"  he  said.  "And  I  don't 
think  the  town  should  put  up  the  money  against  bills  that  may 
not  be  collectible." 

Chief  Moran  also  advised  the  board  that  a  $500  grant 
has  been  awarded  to  Mattapoisett  to  assist  in  off-setting  Officer 
Paul  Magee's  salary  in  the  DARE  Program  at  ORR  High  School 
and  the  town  has  also  been  awarded  a  $19,725  grant  through 
the  DARE  Program  to  offset  further  costs  in  drug  education 
and  awareness. 

Resident  Bill  Dumas  of  Long  Plain  Road  sent  a  letter 
to  the  board  commending  the  fine  work  of  the  town's 
Highway  Department  in  clearing  the  roads  after  last  week's 
snow  storm.  Chairman  DeCosta  echoed  Mr.  Dumas' 
sentiments  and  added  that  he  received  many  verbal 
compliments  on  the  work  of  Highway  Surveyor  Wesley 
Bowman  and  his  crew. 

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Harbormaster  Steve 
Mach  and  Town  Clerk  Lois  Ennis  to  discuss  and  consider 
changes  in  the  Harbormaster's  Mooring  and  Anchorage  Rules 
and  Regulations.  Mr.  Mach  noted  that  they've  had  some  minor 
problems  and  concerns  which  have  mounted  over  the  years 
which  need  to  be  addressed  in  the  regulations. 

Some  of  the  key  changes  and  amendments  he  and  Ms. 
Ennis  recommended  to  the  board  were  the  establishment  of 
"Coast  Watchers,"  to  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Harbormaster,  to  keep  an  eye  on 
outlying  beach  areas  and  places  that  are  hard  to  keep  an  eye  on 
from  the  harbor.  "We  have  a  lot  of  boats  which  are  moored  in 
outlying  waters  which  fall  through  the  cracks,"  Mr.  Mach  said.

"These  people  could  assist  in  letting  us  know  about  them." 
There  was  also  a  great  deal  of  deliberation  over  the 
fee  structure  for  moorings  in  town  given  to  residents  and  non- 
residents. Mr.  Mach  noted  the  problems  in  people  allowing 
others  to  use  their  moorings.

any  discount  for  those  over  65  years  of  age.  Mr.  Mach  said  he 
didn't  consider  this,  but  agreed  to  compromise  to  lower  the  fee 
to  $15  for  those  over  65,  with  the  stipulation  that  these 
moorings  be  used  only  by  the  person  named  in  the  permit.  If 
someone  else  uses  the  mooring,  the  permit  holder  will  be 
assessed  an  additional  $10. 

With  these  and  some  other  minor  changes  in  wording 
put  in  place,  the  board  unanimously  approved  the  new  Rules 
and  Regulations  as  amended. 

The  board  then  noted  they  had  met  with  three  of  the 
14  engineering  companies  who  expressed  interest  in  the  North 
Street  renovation  project  and  agreed  to  award  the  project  to 
Tibbetts  Engineering  Company  of  Taunton,  who  came  in  as  the 
lowest  bidder  at  $83300.  The  final  design  and  drawing  on  the 
project  is  due  in  six  months  and  will  include  specifications  for 
the  project.  The  board  agreed  to  hold  a  Public  Hearing  upon 
completion  of  said  engineering  work.  Selectman  Mahoney  also 
noted  they  would  seek  state  and  or  federal  funding  assistance 
for  the  project  via  grants  and  other  applications. 

Ms.  Adams  noted  that  a  new  person  had  to  be 
selected  for  the  presentation  of  the  Boston  Post  Cane,  an  honor 
given  to  the  town's  eldest  living  resident.  The  board  agreed  to 
bestow  the  new  honor  on  Casmiro  Pina,  a  man  who  is  103 
years  young  and  now  resides  at  the  Mattapoisett  Nursing 
Home.  A  formal  presentation  will  be  made  at  a  later  date. 

The  board  also  agreed  to  hold  their  annual  Herring 
Meeting  on  Wednesday,  March  9  at  7:00  pm  in  Town  Hall. 

They  then  unanimously  voted  to  go  into  Executive 
Session  at  9:20  pm  to  consider  ongoing  Clerical  Union 
negotiations  and  would  reconvene  in  regular  session  only  to 
adjourn  for  the  evening.

Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

February  15, 1994

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of  Selectmen 
was  called  to  order  at  the  conclusion  of  an  Executive  Session 
held  with  Public  Prosecutor  Harry  J.  Schmitt,  Jr.,  on  Tuesday, 
February  15, 1994  at  7:08  pm  by  Chairman  James  S.  Dougall. 
Also  present  were  Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer,  Selectman 
Albert  E.  Winters,  Executive  Secretary  Ray  Pickles,  and 
Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

Following  the  signing  of  the  warrants  and  the 
approval  of  the  February  1  minutes  of  the  board,  David  S. 
Arms  of  55  Main  Street  was  appointed  as  Shellfish  Officer  and 
Richard  Sherman  of  285  County  Road  as  Inspector  of  Animals. 

Under  items  for  discussion,  Executive  Secretary  Ray 
Pickles  asked  the  board's  opinion  for  updating  the  generator  at 
Sippican  School  to  account  for  possible  emergency  situations. 
The  upgrade  —  which  would  cost  approximately  $100 ,000  — 
would  provide  power  to  the  individual  classrooms  and  the 
already  established  cafeteria,  hallways,  gymnasium,  boilers, 
and  lighting  for  such  areas. 

The  board  concurred  that  such  an  upgrade  was  not 
necessary  at  the  present  time.  Mr.  Pickles  also  mentioned 
upgrading  the  Town  Hall  to  a  fully  automatic  transfer 
generator  as  opposed  to  the  current  manual  transfer  switch. 
Mr.  Pickles  noted  that  the  government  presently  has  a  5- 
kilowatt  generator  in  surplus  available  to  the  town.  Chairman 
Dougall  suggested  remaining  on  manual  transfer  and 
installing  the  5-kilowatt  as  a  separate  system  to  the  current  6- 
kilowatt  generator. 

The  board  informed  Beverly  Wilson  of  its  decision 
regarding  her  canine  and  the  mishap  with  the  town's  goats.  A 
restraining  order  is  to  be  issued  against  the  dog  and  a  $200  fine 
for  restitution  for  four  of  the  six  goats  maimed  and  killed  in 
the  attack.

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

February  14,  1994 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  February 
14, 1994  at  7:00  pm  by  Chairwoman  Lorraine  Roy 
Hawkes.  Also  present  were  Selectman  David  L. 
Hughes  and  Administrative  Secretary  Shirley  A. 
Ferreira.  Selectman  Michael  Murphy  was  not  present 
as  he  volunteered  his  services  to  chaperone  a  ski 
trip. 

After  approving  the  minutes  of  the  February 
7  meeting  via  majority  vote,  Chairwoman  Hawkes 
opened  the  Public  Hearing  on  the  request  for  an 
Earth  Removal  Permit  from  Walter  Hartley,  Sr.  and 
Greenwood  Hartley  III. 

Only  Walter  Hartley  was  present  for  the 
hearing,  and  he  explained  that  he  and  his  brother 
were  planning  to  move  some  728  cubic  yards  of 
earth  from  a  37-acre  parcel  of  land  off  Snipatuit  Road 
in  order  to  construct  a  cranberry  bog.  The  project  has 
been  designed  in  four  phases,  the  first  of  which 
entails  the  removal  of  13  acres  to  allow  construction 
of  a  10-acre  reservoir  at  the  site. 

Chairwoman  Hawkes  noted  that  they  can 
permit  the  unusually  large  acreage  for  Phase  I  since 
it  entails  the  construction  of  the  reservoir.  But  she 
and  her  fellow  Selectman  had  some  other  concerns 
which  needed  to  be  addressed  before  granting  the 
permit  request. 

Selectman  Hughes  noted  that  the  topsoil  will 
have  to  be  kept  on  the  site,  and  should  it  be 
necessary  to  transport  it  elsewhere,  Mr.  Hartley  will 
have  to  come  before  the  board  for  another  hearing. 
"We'd  also  like  to  stipulate  that  you  only  travel 
south  from  your  entrance  to  Route  105,"  Selectman 
Hughes  said.  "There  are  several  houses  along  the 
road  if  you  travel  the  other  direction  ...  there  are  also 
a  lot  of  kids  who  live  and  play  around  there.  We 
have  to  keep  their  interests  in  mind."

confined  as  to  what  direction  the  loads  should  be 
taken.  But  Chairwoman  Hawkes  said  it  was  part  of 
the  town's  new  Earth  Removal  By-Law.

Selectman  Hughes  told  him  that  if  he  so 
desired,  they  could  request  that  Mr.  Hartley  have  his 
well  tested  before  commencing  work  on  the  project, 
to  ensure  that  the  water  quality  is  not  affected. 

With  these  issues  still  outstanding,  Selectman 
Hughes  motioned  to  hold  the  hearing  over  for 
another  two  weeks  to  allow  them  time  to  draw  up  a 
suitable  Earth  Removal  Permit  with  the 
aforementioned  stipulations.

agricultural  use.  The  land  is  currently  used  as  a  corn 
field,  and  Mr.  Rounseville  has  asked  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  to  designate  the  property  for 
agricultural  use  only.

to  a  request  from  Chairwoman  Hawkes  concerning 
the  town-owned  parcel  of  land  on  Dexter  Lane.  Mr. 
Forgue  suggested  that  since  the  property  is  currently 
being  considered  by  several  town  groups  for  a 
variety  of  uses  —  most  notably,  the  Rochester 
Council  on  Aging,  the  Rochester  Little  League,  and 
the  Rochester  Fire  Department  —  the  town  should 
develop  a  plan  of  the  area  to  determine  what  the 
best  approach  would  be  for  its  many  uses.
